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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to independent claim 35 include the limitations previously presented in claims 9,12,1 3, 24, 
and 45. The addition of the limitations from claims 9, 1 2, and 1 3 would overcome the previously presented rejection on claim 35, as there 
are limitations that were previous addressed stating were not explicitly taught by the primary reference of Beckner. However, the 
combination of limitations from claims 9, 12, and 13 have not been considered together in a determination of patentability. Additionally, the 
scope of all claims dependent on claim 35 have now been altered as a new combination of limitations is presented that was not previously 
considered. New matter may be present in the newly created combinations. A new consideration on the combination of limitations and 
possible a new search in conjunction with the new limitations would be required before a proper determination on patentability can be 
made. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the primary reference of 
Beckner fails to teach a number of limitations that have previously been presented in dependent claims. In response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 
1 091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1 986). It is the combination of Beckner with the teachings of additional references that make the claims 
obvious as currently written. 

Additionally, Applicant argues that the basis weight of the paper of Beckner does not match the basis weight as presented in the instant 
specification, and that there is no reason to try to improve the retention of the paper. In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the importance 
of retention and a specific basis weight of less than 100 g/m2) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 
1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The remainder of the arguments focus on how Beckner fails to teach the limitations presented in the pending amendment, which is moot as 
the scope of the claims as currently presented has not been previously considered. 
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
